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ARSA Regional Waste 
Water Treatment Plant 
Receives Funding

This is the third in 
a series of articles by 
ARSA (Augusta Regional 
Sewer Authority), intend¬ 
ed to inform the citizens 
of Bracken County of 
the status of the planned 
construction of a new Re¬ 
gional Waste Water Treat¬ 
ment Plant (WWTP). 

We are pleased to an¬ 
nounce that ARSA has 
obtained full approval 
for all funding required 
to implement this proj¬ 
ect. Project funding is as 
follows: 

RD Loan: $3.2 mil¬ 
lion 

RD Grant: $2.8 mil¬ 
lion 

KIALoan: $6,297,000 
($1,300,000 of this will 
be forgiven) 

HB 380 Grant: 

$ 100,000 

Total Estimated Proj¬ 
ect Costs: $12,397,000 
Augusta and Brooks¬ 
ville infrastructure re¬ 
mains a problem. Inflow 
and infiltration (I&I) of 
rainwater into the sewer 
system needs to be cur¬ 
tailed. Inflow is a clean 
water source (such as 
rainfall) entering the sys¬ 
tem through an illegal 
point connection. This 
inflow can come from 
guttering systems or 
sump pumps connected 


to the main sewer lines. 
Infiltration is ground wa¬ 
ter seepage into the sew¬ 
er system through joints 
or deficiencies in the 
sewer system pipes or 
manholes. During a rain 
event, Augusta experi¬ 
ences up to six times the 
normal flow and Brooks¬ 
ville up to five times the 
normal flow. Brooksville 
is currently smoke test¬ 
ing their sewer system to 
determine inflow prob¬ 
lems in order to correct 
them. Although Augus¬ 
ta leadership has been 
briefed on the problem, 
nothing has been done to 
date. During the process 
to obtain funding, I&I 
became a major issue of 
concern. Without ques¬ 
tion, Kentucky Division 
of Water expects to see a 
reduction in the total I&I 
of both cities under this 
new regional system, and 
that the new plant will 
have significantly better 
monitoring systems. It 
was determined that the 
revenue from the current 
surcharge of $12.79 per 
month will be partially 
allocated toward fixing 
the infiltration for both 
cities. Brooksville has 
taken the lead on infil¬ 
tration infrastructure re¬ 
pair and believe they are

Consider how you might be of service to the 
people you live and work with, as well as those 
in your community.

es (DCBS) offices and 
Kentucky Career Centers 
(KCCs) to make sure that 
resources are in place and 
staff are prepared to sup¬ 
port Medicaid beneficia¬ 
ries through the transition 
to Kentucky HEALTH.

Full-time employ¬ 
ees, full-time students, or 
the primary caregivers of 
a dependent child are not 
required to complete the 
PATH requirement if they 
have reported their work 
or school status to a DCBS 
worker or updated their 
information at benefind. 
ky.gov. However, they are 
able to take advantage of 
the PATH assistance and 
resources to access ad¬ 
ditional job, training and 
volunteering opportuni¬ 
ties and can earn valuable 
incentives when they do.

As with many 
churches, moving 
into the 21 st Century 
brought many changes 
for the Willow Bap¬ 
tist Church. Technol¬ 
ogy and social media 
were challenging as 
they were added into 
the worship services. 
The addition of some 
contemporary music, 
the internet, a church 
website, videos, and a 
projection screen cre¬ 
ated new interest and 
attracted a younger 
generation, including 
the millennials, while 
the more traditional 
worship elements con¬ 
tinued as a part of the 
worship experience 
at Willow. Sunday 
School activities were 
revamped, children’s 
church was created, 
and youth directors 
were hired to organize 
and lead. 

Significant events 
of 2001-2018 included: 
Playground equipment 
donated by King Fam¬ 
ily from Jerry King 
memorials-with en¬ 
graved granite rock; 
blacktopped church 
lot; members attended 
Billy Graham Cru¬ 
sades in Louisville and 
Cincinnati; donated 
$1,000 to Jubilee Life- 
Tommy York project, 
$1,000 to KY Disaster 
Relief Fund-Hurricane 
Katrina, $500 to Cam¬ 
pus Crusade for Christ 
and $300 to Rachel’s 
Challenge(anti-vio- 
lence group ) at Brack¬ 
en County Middle 
School; further dona¬ 
tions to Relay for Life 
in honor of Diane Bur¬ 
ton, Bracken County 
Migrant program and 
the Maysville Dialysis 
Center; participated 
in work days at Oak- 
wood and Indian Creek 
Baptist Churches; 
participated in World 
Missions Conference, 
hosting missionaries; 
established a communi¬ 
ty mission fund ($500- 
$ 1,000)with individu¬ 
als receiving money 
for natural or economic 
losses/ other needs; 
church adopted a reso¬ 
lution, which was sent 


to state officials, to op¬ 
pose all gambling in KY; 
replaced two air condi¬ 
tioning units stolen from 
church property; four 
members worked at Clear 
Creek Baptist College 
doing carpentry repairs; 
and the church was the 
benefactor of a generous 
sum of money from the 
estate of Loraine McKin¬ 
ney Browning of Florida, 
sister of Franklin McKin¬ 
ney, with partial funds 
being used to update and 
remodel the parsonage 
and church kitchens. 

Under the leader¬ 
ship of Allen Flaugher, 
the church began a major 
project which was clean¬ 
ing the Old Willow Cem¬ 
etery grounds, straight¬ 
ening monuments, and 
later adding two trees and 
two benches. A county 
and state grant aided the 
church in the erection of 
a monument denoting the 
name of the cemetery. 
The church has assumed 
the perpetual care of the 
cemetery, located on the 
comer of Highway 10 
and 22. 

The church hosted the 
annual meeting of Union 
Association in 2014, 
added steps and wrought 
iron railing-with labor 
donated by a member; 
extended the shelter and 
added new picnic tables; 
upgraded the bathrooms, 
kitchen, and hallway 
of the church; hosted a 
Town Hall meeting spon¬ 


sored by the Bracken 
County Sheriff’s Asso¬ 
ciation; conducted In¬ 
asmuch, a community 
project for aiding fami¬ 
lies which included de¬ 
livering groceries and 
firewood several times 
during the year; hosted 
an ice cream social and 
a soup and sandwich 
supper for the commu¬ 
nity; donated $500 to 
the SALUTE program; 
purchased Bibles for 
the youth; participated 
in three Christmas Pa¬ 
rades with a float; new 
youth and young mar¬ 
ried classes added with 
an active youth pro¬ 
gram, led by Jara King 
Bauer, current youth 
director; and formed 
a Vision/Growth Com¬ 
mittee. Technology 
within the church was 
upgraded and is man¬ 
aged by Paul Figgins. 

Membership has 
grown in the past three 
years, and the church 
has purchased an ad¬ 
jacent building which 
will be tom down in 
the future to allow for 
more parking space. 
Thus, the church is op¬ 
timistic as its members 
are busily preparing 
for a 200th Anniversary 
Celebration on Sunday, 
July 29, 2018. 

This is the third in 
a series of articles that 
will look back on the 
history of the Willow 
Baptist Church.

U.S. Secretary of 
Agriculture Sonny Per¬ 
due highlighted a new 
report showing the pos¬ 
itive impacts of Presi¬ 
dent Trump’s Tax Cuts 
and Jobs Act (TCJA) 
on American farms.

The TCJA signifi¬ 
cantly reformed the Fed¬ 
eral income tax system, 
including individual 
and business income tax 
rates, business expenses, 
taxable income deduc¬ 
tions, and the alternative 
minimum tax. The TCJA 
also doubled the Feder¬ 
al estate tax exclusion. 
The USD A ERS report 
estimates the impact of 
current Federal income 
tax provisions on farm 
households by using 
2016 tax-year data.

Augusta still needs to 
work on this issue. 

Expected rates for 
customers are anticipated 
to be available by the end 
of July, 2018 and will be 
found on the ARSA web 
site (AugustaRegion- 
al S ewer Authority, com).
